A s i x thousand dollar business 
block is in ruins and several thous­ 
and dollars worth of office and store 
goods were destroyed as the result of 
a fire in the old Denver hotel building 
at midnight Monday.

gration was the work of a firebug, or 
the wanton carlessneL of some reck­ 
less member of the local military com­ 
pany. 
When the flames were dis­ 
covered, the drill room in the upper 
Jloor, occupied by the Decatur rifles 
1^6 a n armory, was afire and the 
I Ttol»H,were shooting out the windows, 
-rf.e Clarin was immediately given, 
and in a very short time the appara­ 
tus from the station and hundreds of 
our citizens were on the scene. 
Two 
streams of water were soon playing 
on the building, but owing to repair 
work going on at the water plant 
these streams were soon exhausted, and 
for a while it appeared that the prop* 
erty loss would run up in the tens of 
thousands of dollars' This fear was 
soon dispelled by the pumps at the 
plant getting to work in earnest and 
three good streams were put into ac­ 
tion on the burning building.

Sighters and the Messenger congratu­ 
lates the gentlemen on their efforts in 
keeping the fire confined to the build­ 
ing in which it originated.

CLOUD AND THACKER 


AT EXAMINING TRIAL 


Henry Craig’s Slayer De­ 
nied Bail—Companion 
Out on Bond 


The examining trials of Clay Cloud 
and A Hie Thacker wex^e held Monday 
morning before ’Squire T. H. Greer. 
Cloud and Thacker were arrested im­ 
mediately 
following the killing of 
Henry Craig on the morning of the 
18th, charged on information with the 
crime. 
At the examining trial Cloud 
was denied bail and Thacker was al­ 
lowed bond in the sum of $2,500, 
which tile young man immediately 
made, and he was released from cus­ 
tody of the officers. 
Thacker went 
into the witness box and made a 
statement concerning his part in the 
affair in which the prominent young 
farmer lost his life. 
Cloud refused 
to make a statement of any kind and 
sat throughout the trial looking sul­ 
len and serious. Thacker stated that 
he accompanied Cloud to the Craig 
home: that they left their father’s 
house soon after breakfast, arriving 
at the Craig farm between 7 and 8 
o’clock. Cloud called Craig from the 
house and the three came together 
near a feed trough. 
Cloud, who was 
armed with a 38 Winchester, “ told 
Craig that he had to take back some 
remarks he had made about Clay.” 
Craig told Cloud that the accusations 
were true and could be proven. This 
statement by Craig was followed up 
with the remark, “ You may shoot me 
but you can’t eat me.” 
Then Cloud 
raised his rifle and tired a bullet into 
Craig’s breast. 
As the wounded man 
turned toward his house, Cloud fired 
another bullet 
into Craig’s back. 
Neighbors carried the wounded man 
to the house where he died before a 
physician could be summoned. Cloud 
and Thacker returned to their home 
where officers found them 
It seems that Cloud was at one time 
in the employ of Craig, but was dis­ 
charged for some very bad conduct. 
Craig told his neighbors why he had 
discharged Cloud, and the reports 
and accusations against the young 
man* made him mad at his accuser 
and the killing was the deplorable re­ 
sult. 
Frank J 
Ford, a particular 
friend of Craig, has been employed 
to assist in the prosecution.

Teachers’ Examination 


In view of the fact that a great 
many teachers in the state holding 
certificates which will expire before 
the regular Jnne examination desire 
to build upon these certifiates, in ac­ 
cordance with the law, before their 
expiration, and in view of the further 
fact that the time for grading and re­ 
porting upon the papers of the June 
examination before the summer nor­ 
mal examinations are held is very 
limited, it has been deemed wise and 
proper to call a special examination 
at each of the county seats in the state 
on May 2, 3 and 4, 1912.

It should be noted that the special 
examination for May is authorized 
for the issuance of state certificates 
only .

DEATH AND DAMAGE 
DY WIND IN COUNTY 


\ 


Two Cyclones Wreak Disaster Saturday, 
North and South Ends of County 
Hit Hard—Loss Is Great- 


THREE DEAD AT BOONSVILLE 


Mrs. T. C. Richards and Three Children are Killed. 
Many Houses, Barns and Household Goods Are 
Scattered To Four-winds—Stock Killed 


On last Saturday Wise county was visited by two of the most dis­ 
astrous cyclones ever experienced in this section, one sweeping the 
north, and the other the south end of the county. 
In the afternoon about 3 o’clock an awful twister struck Audubon 
and Alvord and then its path went southeast through the Greenwood 
and Dan communities. 
The cyclone was from one to two hundred 
yards wide, and its duration at any place was never over five minutes. 
The cyclone dipped and rose as it proceeded, and where it touched the 
earth, its work of distruction was complete. 
Houses, barns and wind 
mills were wrecked or entirely blown away, and many stock and cattle 
were killed and crippled. 
Fowls were blown for miles and picked 
clean of feathers; trees were torn up by the roots and piled in stacks. 
No loss of life or personal injury is reported from this wind. 
Later in the evening, about six o ’clock, another twister struck four 
miles west of Boonsville, making its way east, leaving death and dis- 
truction in its wake. 
Mrs. T. C. Richards and three children were 
caught in their home near Boonsville, and when the house was wrecked 
the lady and three of her children were blown several hundred yards 
and instantly killed. 
Two other children of the family escaped serious 
injury. 
Mrs. Henry Lawrence was pqinfr*#/, bnf not fatally injured.

Almost all of the business houses 
were more or less wrecked, but none 
destroyed. The main street, where the 
storm struck, being constructed prin­ 
cipally of stone, concrete and brick, 
were stripped of awnings, glass brok­ 
en from fronts and tin roofs ripped 


off.

All of the homeless are 
cared for, those more fortunate open­ 
ing their homes to them with a hearty 
welcome, and stand ready to render 
assistance in the way of reconstruct­ 
ing homes for those who suffered the 
loss of their homes and household 
effects, in many instances the occu­ 
pants losing all they had and are now 
destitute. 


PREACHER ACQUITTED 


ON PERIURY CHARGE 


Rev. J. Frank Norris’ Case 
Ends Quickly in Hands 
of Honest Jury 


Fort Worth, Tex., April 24.—“ Not 
guilty” was the verdict returned at 
2:25 o ’clock this afternoon by the 
jury in the case of Rev. J. Frank 
Norris, charged by indictment with 
perjury. 
Following the reading of this ver­ 
dict there was a remarkable demon­ 
stration. 
Dr. Norris was not in the 
court room at the time, having gone 
to the home of a friend to rest, but 
scores of women and other friends 
crowded about Mrs. 
Norris, 
sobs 
shaking their voices as they extended 
congratulations. Others were more 
demonstrative 
and gave a 
shrill 
cheer. 
In a moment this had swelled 
to what might be called a storm of re­ 
joicing. 
Almost hysterical laughter, 
Cheers, handclapping, the stamping 
of feet, all contributed to the noise. 
As soon as she could free herself 
from the friends about her, Mrs. Nor­ 
ris moved toward the jury box and 
attempted to thank the jurors. 
She 
could do little more than clasp each 
hand as she passed. Amid the sounds 
of rejoicing nothing could be heard. 
Many women and some of the men fol­ 
lowed her example and pressed for­ 
ward to thank the jurors. 
From the 
jurors many went to Judge Simmons 
and praised him for his fairness as 
judge during the trial. 
Finally order was restored suffic­ 
iently to permit of the formal dis­ 
charge the jury, with the thanks of 
the court. 
This done, the demonstra­ 
tion was renewed. 
Some one began 
to sing, “ Old-time Religion,” and 
scores joined in until the swelling 
chorus reminded one of the singing at 
a revival meeting. 
That hymn was 
succeeded by “ We Shall Meet on That 
Beautiful Shore,” “ Nearer My God, 
to Thee,’’ “ There Is a Great Day 
Coming,” and “ Are You Ready?”

Ford Brown was working in his 
field when the cyclone came, and es­ 
caped with his life by running to a 
ditch. 
He later found his team had 
been killed. 
T. R. Brown lost five 
horses and muies. 
Many of the home places were swept 
clean of everything, and many of the 
sufferers are in destitute circumstan- 
es. These are being taken care of by 
their 
more fortunate friends 
and 
neighbors, and relief committees have 
been busy all week securing financial 
aid for them.

Jim 'I insley of Boonsville, was in 
Decatur Monday and gave a Messen­ 
ger reporter the following account of 
the damage done in the Boonsville 
neighborhood by the cyclone which 
swept that country Saturday evening. 
The twister seemingly started in a 
pasture four miles west of Boonsville, 
and its track was from 500 yards to 
half mile wide. A heavy hail preced­ 
ed the wind, and the hailstones were 
the largest seen in that country in 
many years. 
Many people who were 
out in the hail were badly bruised on 
the head by the hail, and crops were 
badly damaged.

The general business of the coun­ 
try, as reflected in hanking operations, 
was “quite satisfactory” during the 
year, according to the report of Law­ 
rence O. Murray, comptroller of the 
currency. 
Mr. Murray records a steady growth 
in the volume of business and the es­ 
tablishment of some high records in 
this connection. 
He points out, how­ 
ever, that while augmenting some of 
the important elements of banking 
during the year business did not reach 
the average of increase for the last 
ten years. 
The comptroller makes the startling 
declaration that “the dishonest prac­ 
tice by officers of national banks of 
receiving personal compensation for 
loans made by the bank is a grow ing 
evil and has already reached such 
proportions as to call 
for 
criminal 
legislation on the subject." 
Mr. Murray urges that the taking 
of money or other valuables in this 
connection by a bank officer be made 
an offense punishable by 
imprison­ 
ment in the penitentiary. 
The aggregate amount of assets of 
the national banks increased during 
the year approximately $558,258,000, 
or 5.63 per c e n t Loans and discounts 
Increased only 3.59 per cent In the 
face of an average ten-year increase 
of 6.52 per cent.

April 23.—Alvord was struck by a 
cyclone 
Saturday afternoon about 
3:20 which did great damage. It came 
up like a whirlwind, and gathered 
force as it passed through the town, 
doing its greatest destruction in the 
northeast part of town. 
Ten houses 
with their contents in this part were 
converted into splinters and scattered 
over the country for miles. 
Some twelve or fifteen other houses 
were badly damaged, some beyond re­ 
pair. The Baptist church was raised 
several feet in the air and dropped al­ 
most where it had stood, the building 
badly wrecked, but the furniture not 
injured much. 
The town was full of 
people and it seems miraculous that 
no one was seriously hurt, and only 
a few horses killed. The cyclone was 
not traveling very fast and most peo­ 
ple sought refuge in cellars, while 
quite a number remained in the stone 
business houses. 
All awnings and 
telephone poles in its path were torn 
down and glass fronts broken out. 
The more fortunate ones are trying to 
relieve those who lost almost all their 
possessions.
